HITS TRUST CONCERNS 


Official Claims That They Are Doing 


.Regular Banking Business in 


. Violation of the Law. 


Plttsburg, Pa., Aug. 27.—The trust 


companies , of 
Pennsylvania 
wero 


thrown Into tho air by a circular Is- 
sued by Robert McAfee, commissioner 
of banking, calling attention to the 
fact that they were one and all vf.lat- 
Ing the state laws and that unless this 
was stopped their charters would be 
taken away. 


Commlsloner AcAfeo says the trust 


companies of'the state have no right 
under the law to carry on a regular 
banking business or to discount paper. 
This Is being done to a grsnt extent 
all over tho state. In fact, the"trust 
companies of the stnte have been do- 
Ing most of the banking lately, and 
this IE to cut off the business. 


The stockholders of tho big trust 


companion arc dumfounded. The cut- 
ting off of tho bis banking business 
will be keenly felt and not n few of 
the smaller concerns of the stat'i, who 
have 'counted on their banking bunl. 
ness, will be forced to the wall. Many 
Plttsbiirg trust bankers claim that It la 
but a scheme to force them Into be- 
coming state or national banks.
